Boston proves - 
tough obstacle 
to top teams 


Detroit Red Wings and Montreal 
Canadiens, the two clubs that are 
keeping right up with Boston 
Bruins in the 1956-57 National 
Hockey League championship race, 
have a tough time scoring against 
the Bruins when they enjoy a man- 
power advantage. ie 

In the first third of the current 
season Canadiens had scored 21 
goals while holding manpower ad- 
vantage over the opposition. They 
“killed” Toronto Maple Leafs by 
scoring nine times when the Leafs 
were shorthanded. However, the 
Canadiens were able to score only 
pnce against the Boston Bruins 
when they held a manpower edge. 

Detroit scored 14 goals with the 
opposition shorthanded during the 
first third of the present campaign 
but only one of these was scored 
against the battling Bruins from 
Boston. Detroit had their greatest 
success against Canadiens. The 
Red Wings scored seven goals 
against Canadiens with a man- 
power advantage. 

Seventy-six goals were scored 
during the first 70 games of the 
season by a team enjoying a man- 
power advantage. Canadiens top- 
ped the clubs with 21 goals scored 
this way. Detroit was second with 
14. Boston Bruins, the National 
Hockey League leaders through- 
out most of these 70 games, scor- 
ed 12 goals with a manpower edge. 

New York Rangers and Toronto 
Maple Leafs each scored 11 times 
with the opposition shorthanded 
while the sixth-place Chicago 
Black Hawks scored on seven oc- 
casions, 

More goals were scored against 
Toronto Maple Leafs while they 
were shorthanded than any other 
N.H.L. club during the first third 
of the present season. The Leafs 
had 18 goals scored against them 
this way. Chicago and Boston each 
had 13 tallies notched against 
them playing shorthanded. Mont- 
real Canadiens were beaten 12 
times and the New York Rangers 
11 times.

Will sports hurt your heart? 


There are still many people who 
talk about “athlete’s heart” as a 
condition supposedly developed by 
playing too much sport or taking 
part in too much strenuous activ- 
ity when young. 

The medical profession, however, 
does not recognize such a condi- 
tion. According to modern medi- 
cal knowledge, the normal heart 
cannot be injured by even the most 
vigorous and sustained exertion. 


For this reason, if you have a 
normal heart, you have no reason 
to fear sports activity. In fact, by 
sustaining such regular exercise 
you will improve your heart efti- 
ciency and protect yourself against 
the development of heart disease. 

Many people believe that most 
heart attacks occur during exer- 
tion. This is not true, however. 
According to medical research, 
only two percent of heart attacks | 
occur at this time. Most of them 
occur during sleep or during peri- 
ods of general activity. However, 
any attack which does occur dur- 
ing sports activity—such as golf, 
skiing or skating—is given con-| 
siderable publicity, while attacks 
suffered at other times do not get 
the same coverage.

Fertilizers for 
cereal grains 
on brome grass 


It is fairly common to plough 
jshallowly the sod-bound brome 
jgrass fields and grow one cereal 
crop, While allowing the brome to 
re-establish itself. This rejuvena- 
tion process is quite effective. 
However, reduced yields of cereal 
crops can be expected during this 
process, and, in many instances, 
even after e summerfallow period. 
This effect on cereal crops is likely 
due to a deficiency of both mois- 
ture and nitrogen in the old brome 
grass sod, Tests using fertilizer 
ratios with grain after breaking 
brome sod have been’ underway at 
the Experimental Farm, Scott, 
since 1954, 

From information to date it is 
quite evident that cereal crops 
grown on old brome sod requires 
large amounts of nitrogen to give 
good yields. Applying 40 pounds 
of nitrogen with 40 pounds of phos- 
phorous per acre has given a 6.5 
bushel increase with wheat and 2.8 
bushel increase for oats over the

better yield increases were obtained 
with a 2,1 ratio rather than 1.1

phorous should be used for wheat, 
while for oats two of nitrogen to 
one of phosphorous should be used, 
Since brome grass sod is deficient 
in nitrogen it must be kept in 
}mind that fairly substantial rates 
Should be applied to get optimum 
yields 

From past results it is apparent 
that oats are more satisfactory 
than wheat after brome grass

Towns grow -- troubles too 


(The Post, Hanover, Ont.—Jan 17, 1957) 


A few years ago, nobody would have believed it, but 
nowadays some of the “middle-sized’’ towns in Ontario 
are beginning to take a second look at themselves and 
their future. These are the towns of 2,500 to 5,000 popula- 
tion, not the ones which have been static for the past half 
century, but those municipalities which have been getting 
in a few industries, often one fairly large new factory and 
two or three small ones with hopes for the future. 


These towns have been growing. Recent census sta- 


tistics show large percentage gains in the past five years.’ 


Officers of their Chambers of Commerce wear broad smiles 
and go tracing down rumors of other industries which want 
to move away from the large cities, because their manage- 
ment is convinced that life in a small town offers more 
for their employees. 


These towns are changing and that’s why some of the 
residents are wondering whether it might not be better to 
try to slow down the process, rather than speed it up. Life 
has been pleasant in these towns, spacious and unhurried. 
The original town planners laid out no building lots less 
than 60 feet wide. They see greedy builders buying three 
lots and crowding four houses onto them. There are traffic 
problems and even parking meters in some towns where 
councillors haven't learned to say “No,” to high pressure 
salesmen. New houses are followed by new schools, more 
sewers and large water tanks. Taxes go up instead of going 
down. In one town, the merchants cheerfully paid extra 
taxes for roads and services in a new :ubdivision. When 
the subdivision was complete, a new supermarket was 
lsuilt in it and new business went there. 


Many people, especially in the small towns, have a 
theory that the ideal population is about 3,500 people. As 
one merchant summed it up: “If I had wanted to live in a 


city, I'd have moved there.” It's worth a thought anyway. 
—Fergus News-Record.

Decentralization needed (7)

Canadians given to foreign travel never cease to be 
both amazed and amused at popular misconceptions of 
their country in the minds of folk abroad. 


True, the quaint notion of Canada as a frozen waste- 
land inhabited only by Eskimos, mounties and caribou 
has undergone some modification in the last 40 years or 
so. Largely, this is due to the not inconspicuous partici- 
pation of Canadian servicemen in two world wars, con- 
siderable immigration from Europe, improved education, 
and the influence of mass media. 


Even so old beliefs die hard, and the aforementioned 
“modification’’ does not, by all accounts, extend very far 
beyond a vague knowledge that we produce a lot of timber 
and wheat, have two or three large cities, and boast such 
scenic wonders as the Rockies and the more impressive 
side of Niagara Falls. The sweeping industrial changes 
which have transformed the Canadian economy since 1930 
are, it would seem, little known and less understood. 

Matters are not helped, of course, when influential 
and erudite visitors return to their homelands after a 
couple of weeks’ stay in one area and see that area as 
an accurate reflection of the whole country. 

While timber products and wheat are the largest 
emports, manufacturing is the leading industry in all but 
three of the ten provinces and is growing faster than any 
other in évery one of them. 

All of which would be hailed with delight in places 
like Drumheller if a policy of decentralization. were 
adopted. Otherwise, if an H-bomb is ever let loose over 
one of those metropolitan areas, everything will be blown 
to—the point of no return!

Forewarned is forearmed 


(From The Guide, Killarney, Man.—January 17, 1957) 


A small booklet recently issued by the RCMP, ‘'Be- 
ware of Bad Cheques”, is one which every business man 
should give more than a careful glance. In it an attempt 
made to point out the various methods used by so-called 
cheque artists. Canadian business loses an estimated two 
million dollars a year by means of forgers, much of which 
could be prevented by the use of a few precautions. 

Stores and other places of business, rather than banks, 
are usually the victims of such individuals or groups. 

Before cheques are cashed, positive identification of 
the individual should be known, oil company credit cards 
and drivers’ licenses are not sufficient, they could be stol- 
en. Insist that all cheques be endorsed in your presence 
and be sure you know your endorser, Almost all forged 
or stolen cheques are endorsed when presented. 

The above are a few suggestions taken from the book- 
let, and should be borne in mind when cashing cheques.

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Locomotives without fires 


(The Times, High River, Alta.—Jan, 8, 1957) 
(By Peter Mitchell) 


Chances are that if the diesel locomotives had been 
invented before the steam locomotive, there would never 
have been any such job classification as that of locomo- 
tive firemen. That locomotives without fires to tend just 
don't need firemen is simple commonsense. 

In public hearings now resumed before a Federal Con- 
ciliation Board at Ottawa, rail union officials have fairly 
made the welkin ring with talk to the effect that the 
presence of firemen on diesels is essential to safety of op- 
eration. Just how little there is to this safety argument is 
apparent from evidence given the Conciliation Board 
which reveals that the Southern Region of the British Rail- 
ways, which runs more than 1,000 trains a day, employs 
no firemen, and entrusts the operation to these trains to a 
motorman. 

In fact, the British Transport Commission is now pro- 
posing to replace steam-locomotives with diesels on all 
non-electrified lines in the United Kingdom, and to do so 
without employing firemen at all. This proposal is essen- 
tially the same as that made by railway management 
before the Federal Concilation Board at Ottawa. 

The logic of the proposal is self-evident. Locomotives 
without fires just don't need firemen.
